| r A STRANGER knowing nothing of America* 
I 
politics, State or National, and free from all 


partisan bias, were to arrive in Nevada he would 
at once learn that a political campaign is pending. 
Naturally he would desire to know something of 
the alignment of parties and the principles for which 
they stand. 
He would have no difficulty in ascer- 


taining that the Democratic and Silver parties have 
been firmly wedded together for the purposes of 
the State campaign, and just as easy would it be 
for him to learn the principles which this Fusion 
party advocates. A glance at the clear and specific 
declarations contained in the Democratic and Sil- 
ver party platforms, coupled with the most cursory 
reading of any one or two leading Fusion news- 
papers would give him a perfect understanding of 
the aims and purposes of that party.

"Newlands 
has no brains—his wealth is his only recommenda- 
tion, he is inferior to Judge Hawley both in intel- 
lect and character." "Newlands is not a bona fide 
resident, he has no standing in Congress; he has 
done nothing for Nevada, and his only work in con- 
nection with the Irrigation Law was to make it 
worthless by his stupid blundering." 
Such our 


stranger friend \\oulcl learn is the Republican line 
of "argument" against Francis G. Newlands. 
It 


need scarcely be remarked that it is a line of mud- 
slinging not calculated to carry much weight with 
anybody who believes in decency in political de- 
bate. 


But .assuming that, our suppositious stranger 


knows a little something about public affairs, he 
instantly perceives that nearly all of 
this tirade 


against Newlands is without a shadow of founda- 
tion. 
He must k'now that if Newlands is mod- 


erately rich he is also a man of brains, and of splen- 
did standing in the House of Representatives. 
He 


must know that Newlands was a strong factor in 
the enactment of the Irrigation Law, and that ev- 
erywhere outside of Nevada Republican circles that 
law is regarded ai one of great value for this whole 
Western country.
